President of the Local, Donald H.

Continuing on the subject of higher 
salaries, Dr. Folkins emphasized that 
the Board was between two fires. and 
could not always do as it thought best 
but must follow a course of expedien- 
cy. Teachers are asking for higher sal- 
aries; municipal authorities are ask- 
ing the Board to avoid rising costs. 

Mr. Simonson referred to the work 
of the Provincial Guidance Clinics and 
the use teachers could make of them. 
They could be regarded as, Boards of 
Reference that would take some of the 
load off both teachers and. superin- 
tendent, He retharked that the local 
Divisional Library ranked as one of 
the four best in the Provirice, It has 
7 or 8 thousand books, and is being 
added to each year at the rate of one 
dollar per pupil. 

At some length Mr. Simonson spoke 

of classroom objectives. Pupils should 
grow in intellect to the degree of the 
student's ability. Many teachers, he 
said, tell the‘child too much ipstead 
of leading. him to discover for him- 
self, Students must be taught to think 
through to an answer, Some of the old 
type of drill is still necessary. We 
must think more of the transfer from 
work in the classroom to. work in 
everyday life.

The following extracts are from the | 
announcement of a new book “Labor 
Economics and Labor Relations” writ- 
ten by Lloyd G. Reynolds, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. G. Reynolds, of Wainwright. 

Lioyd is well known to the people of 
the whole district, having lived in both 
Wainwright and Chauvin, and taking 
most of his early education at the 
latter point. Since leaving he has made 
tremendous strides, and it is with 
pride that we make mention of his 
latest book.

* Jn the dynamic labour field of today, 
there is an ever-present need for texts 
that are concise, well-integrated, and 
focused on essential principles. It is in 
response to-this need that “Labour 
nomics and Labour Relations" was 
written.

Completes Task 

Meanwhile, Mr. St. Laurent, a 
fledgling prime minister who took 
over from Mr. King only last Novem- 
ber, can look back on accomplishing 
most of what he had planned to do 
before calling for a general vote. 

He has seen confederation: between 
‘Canada and Newfoundland become a 
accomplished fact and has obtained 
unqualified approval of the North At- 
lantic Treaty. How unanimous was 
Canada’s support of that internation- 
al pact to keep the peace was shown 
when on the final night of. dissolution 
the prime minister obtained a vote of 
185 to 0 in its favor, — 

He also obtained parliamentary ap- 
proval of the international wheat 
agreement, signed in ‘Washington 
more than a month ago which binds 
41 nations into a wheat buying-and- 
_selling pool for four years. 

Wheat Agreement Passed 

‘Top price to be’ paid Canada and 
four other producing nations by the 
86 nation-buyers is $1.80'a bushel for 
the first year. The floor price provided 
declinés yearly from $1.50 to $1.20 a 
bushel, 

Under the agreement Canada is 
guaranteed an annual market of. 203,- 
000,000 bushels at a price of $2 a bush- 
el, 

There was some criticism in the 
Senate that the. pact would lead no- 
where, since,in a wheat scarcity there 
would be no difficulty in obtaining 
markets but during plenty buyers 
would balk and markets would be- 
come glutted. , 

On another matter—that of obtain- 
ing parliamentary approval to an in- 
terim supply of $479,000,000 to tide 
over the government for the next four 
months until a next session of Parlia- 
ment is ealled—the government had 
some trouble. 

George Drew, Progressive Conser- 
vative leader who charged the govern 
ment with calling a vote because of 
“political expediency,” consented just 
before dissolution to allowing the 
government to take a vote. Supply 
was obtained. : 

No Refunds 

But the government’s 1949-50 bud- 
get itself had still to be passed. This 
could be done on a Governor-Genérals 
writ but Finance Minister Abbott in- 
dicated to reporters that a certain tax 
reducing promise would be held up. 

This was the promise that tax re- 
ductions, in the currept year would be 
made retroactive to Jan. 1, 1949, Re- 
funds under this budgetary resolution

THE CONTROL OF ANNUAL 
WEEDS: 


The following are some character- 
istics of anriliil weeds that have an 
important bearing on control meas- 
ures; 

(1) Most-of the troublesome ausrial 
weeds will die if cut off below the 
ground surface and their roots ex- 
posed to the air, or if their tops are 
killed by chemicals, (2,4*D is being 
recommended for the control of Stink- 
weed and Wild Mustard in the grow- 
ing crop). 

(2) Annual weeds produce heavy 
crops of seed. A single plant of wild 
Mustara may produce 21,000, Stink- 
weed 7,000 and Green Tansy Mustard 
as many as 55,000 seeds. 

(3) Weed seeds in the ground do not 
all. germinate in the. same season. 
Usually only a small proportion of 
the seeds produced in any. one year 
germinate in the same or in the next 
season, Others, particularly if buried 
more than two or three inches, may 
remain in the soil for years and then 
germinate when brought to the sur- 
face. 

(4) Most weed distin in the early 
stages of growth are weak, and are 
not able to compete with vigorously 
growing crops. 

Chemical Control—The tremendous 
advance made in chemical weed con- 
trol by the introduction of 2,4-D has 


‘| lent a*new enthusiasm to weed control 


efforts. However, too great depend- 
ence on chemicals should be avoided. 
There is not yet a single “cure-all” 
for the weed problem; there probably 
never will be. The new selective chem- 
icals should be regarded as a valuable 
adiition to other tried and proven 
measures for weed control. 

Wild Oats—2,4-D has no effect on 
Wild Oats. On badly infested fields 
early maturing barley may ripen be- 
fore the Wild Oats have shattered. 
The seeding of oats or barley and 
harvesting them for hay before Wild 
Oat seeds have déVeloped is recom- 
mended. Delaying seeding of an early 
maturing grain until a crop of Wild 
Oats has been destroyed has proven 
effective in reducing the Wild Oat 
count.

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GRAIN TREATMENT 

Soaking grain in formaldehyde or 
water will not give an increase in 
germination, The fact that the grain 
‘is damp or swollen when it is put into 
the ground only gives an hour or two 
difference in germination and will not 
pay for the trouble or time used to 
get it into that condition, Water used 
in formaldehyde treatment strould be 
kept to a minimum as the treatment 
is only meant to kill smut spores on 
the outside of the kernel.’ Formalde~ 
hyde that soaks into the germ of the 
seed will inhibit the germination or 
kill germination. The most highly re- 
commended treatment for seed grain 
is the use of mercuric dusts. This 
treatment not only kills smut spores 
on seed surfaces but also protects the 
seed in the ground from attacks of 
soil borne bacteria which cause root 
rote and seedling blight. 
FARM YOUNG PEOPLES 
CONFERENCE 

A full weeks program for farm boys 
and girls between the ages of 16 and 
27 years is being arranged at the 
University of Alberta for the dates of 
June 8rd to June 10th. This . course 
was organized originally from re- 
quests from farm organizations in the 
province, It has now developed into a 
full weeks program with special cour- 
ses for boys and girls and prizes and 
awards fot attendants that show spec- 
jal interest in the work, Courses in- 
clude sewing, cooking, home decorat- 
ing, etc., for the girls with courses for 
the boys in field husbandry, beef and

CONTROLLING WEEDS IN 
CROPS WITH 2, 4°D 

Certain weeds can be controlled in 
the growing crop by spraying or dust- 
ing with 2,4-D. In controlling weeds 
with 2, 4-D a farmer should become 
familiar with the weeds infesting his 
fields because weeds vary greatly in 
their reaction to 2,4-D. Some weeds 
are easily killed, others are partialiy 
resistant and still others resistanr 
Before any spraying or dusting 
done the weeds should be identified 
and their reaction to.2,4-D found out, 
says H. W. Leggett, Dominion Exper- 
imental Farm, Lacambe, Alta. 

When using 2,4-D for annual weeds 
in the growing crop, the stage of 
growth of the weed is» important. Sus- 
ceptible annual weeds are most easily 
killed in the early active growth stages 
that. is, generally, in the seedling o» 
rosette stage. The plants at this time 
are growing rapidly and react to the 
chemical more readily. Under normal 
conditions the-crop is then in the five- 
leaf stage or 6 to 7 inches in height, 

‘Climatic conditions are important 
in chemical weéd control. Warm wea- 
ther, with ample soil moisture condu- 
cive to rapid growth and succulent 
plant tissues, will give best results 
when using 2,4-D, Care should be tak- 
en not to spray when the weather is 
extremely hot and dry. 

Both ‘Canada thistle and Sow thistle 
may be controlled in the growing crop 
with normal applications.of 2,4-D.

FORMULA FIGURES 
KEY TO CONTENTS 

Were you ever puzzled by the ‘ails 
mula figures—such as 4-8-10 printed 
on a bag of commercial mixed fertil- 
izer? They are there for your  pro- 
‘tection, fertilizer officials of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
point out, ; 

The formula figures printed on the 
bag simply. indicate the proportionate 
quantities of the.main plant’ foods 
contained in the fertilizer. 

But these plant foods—nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash—must be 


| incorporated ‘in the fertilizer so that 


they can be applied to the soil evenly 
over large areas. This could not be 
done in their absolutely pure form. A 
certain amount of bulk is required, 
or the fertilizer could not be spread 
around, How is this done? 

Well, in a 100-pound bag of 4-8-10 
mixed fertilizer for instarice, there are 
usually 20 pounds of nitrogén chem- 
icals, such as bulphate of ammonia, to 
supply the four per cent nitrogen. 
Then there are 40 pounds of super- 
phosphate to supply the eight per 
cent of phosphoric acid, and 18 pounds 
of muriate of potash to supply the ten 
per cent of potash, This adds up to 
78 pounds, The remaining 22 pounds 
is generally dolomite limestone, which 
contains some calcium and magnesium

getting these essential plant foods 
into the fertilizer bag may vary with 
different formulas, the fina) result .s 
always the.same,. The plant foods will 
always be there in the proportionate 
quantities stated in the formula fig- 
ures on the bag. 

The first of the formula figures 
always stands for nitrogen, the secobd 
always for phosphoric acid, and the 
last always for potash. That is the 
thing to remember, for the figures are 
the key to the contents of the bag. 

Different crops and soils require 
different formulas the officials say. 
Your district agricultural representa- 
tive or nearest soil specialist can help 
you to select the right one for your 
particular crop. or soil, :

A few of the known causes for 
this ailment are too high a phosphor- 
us content in the starter ration, a def- 
iciency of manganese and or chlorine 
This ailment is much less common 
today than it was a few years ago. 

In order to reduce the incidence of 
deficiency ailments of turkey poults, 
it is necessary to feed an adequate 
diet to the turkey hens which lay the 
eges. Good diets for both poults and 
breeders should contain two or more 
cereal grains, fish meal, meat meal, 
milk powder, soybean oil meal, wheat 
bran, ground limestone, dried greens, 
fodized salt, manganese sulphate, high 
potency fortified fish oil, riboflavin if 
necessary, and dried brewers yeast, 
Good pasture is an excellent supple- 
ment for any diet'and should. be sup- 
_| plied if at all possible. 

The increased interest in. confine- 
ment rearing. of turkeys is almost 
certain to increase the incidence of 
nutritional ailments in growing tur- 
keys, It has been shown that diets 
which were adequate for poults reared 
on range, may not be adequate for 
poults and growing turkeys reared .in 
complete confinement.

But that isn’t all there is to this 
business of signs. The other team on 
the field, too, has its own signals and 
there is a constant battle on as each 
team tries to figure out and steal the 
other’s signals. Knowing the other 
team’s signals enables a team to fig- 
ure out what is coming. 

What makes this part of baseball 
all the more fascinating is that sign 
giving and sign stealing go on con- 
stantly right under the fan’s nose. Yet, 
he is not able, for the most part, to re- 
cognizée it because the sign usually is 
just a natural gesture. 

Although signs may be given in in- 
jnumerable ways they usually are con- 
veyed by motions or positions of eith- 
er the hands or the feet.

_ The Prime Minister made a trip 
through the princtple western cities 
and returned to Ottawa on April 24th

ing of April 26th, the day on which 
the House reconvened, to the effect 
that Parliament would be dissolved at 
the end of that week and provision 
would be made for a general election 
to be held. While he did not mention 
the date, it was taken from his an- 
nouncement that June 27th, would | be 
the date. chosen. 


Stopping at Edmonton on the 11th 
for the first speech of his tour, the 
Prime Minister seemed much impres- 
sed with progress being made in Ed- 
monton and Alberta generally - and 
some attempts were made in his re- 
marks in that city to take some of the 
credit for the development of our 
province, but the people of Alberta 
are well aware that responsibility for 
the rapid development of the resour- 
ces of Alberta are due to good admin- 
istration and sane, sound policies ad- 
ministered by the Social Credit Gov- 
ernment since they assumed office in 
1985, The rapid development of the 
oil industry came in for some com- 
ment and the Prime Minister pointed 
out’ that the contro] of the resources of 
Alberta were entirely in the hands of 
the Alberta people and it might be 
surprising to some to fing that when 
the General Pipe Line Bill was be- 
fore the. Committee on Railways, 
Canals and. Telegraphs on Tuesday, 
26th ‘April, that the Minister of Trans- 
port, the Honourable Lionel Chevrier, 
took an entirely different stand, as he 
did also when the bill was being dis- 
cussed in the. House of Commons the 
following day. While the Alberta Gov- 
ernment oil companies and prospective 
pipeline companies were satisfied to 
a great extent with the general out- 
line of the bill, the Alberta Govern- 
ment wanted ¢ertain changes made 
in ordet that the interests of the 
people of Alberta should be protected 
and the Attorney General, the Honour 
able L. Maynard, and the Minister of 
Lands and Mines, the Honourable M. 
E. Tanner, attended the meetings of 
the committee on which three Social 
Crediters sat and preserited: the var- 
jous amendments, but in spite of very 
sound arguments put up by those re- 
presentatives and submissions made 
Attorney General. and the 
Minister of. Lands and Mines, the 
main amendments were defeated both 
in the committee and the ‘House, the 
one amendment in the House being 
defeated by a vote of, 53 to 52. 

I am pointing out those things be- 
cause the Prime Minister wanted more 
Liberals at Ottawa to represert the 
Alberta people so that they co, take 
care of their interests and a similar 
statement was made by the _ Right 
Honourable J. G. Gardiner, Minister 
of Agriculture, when he spoke at Ver- 
milion on the evening of the 16th in- 
stant, but it might seem rather 
strange to learn that during the com- 
mittee meetings on the 26th instant 
not one Alberta Liberal was present 
and those Liberals from other provin- 
ces voted solidly against amendments 
that were proposed in the interests of 
the Alberta people. 

When the Minister of Agriculture 
spoke at Vermilion for more than two 
hours he attempted to build up quite 
a strong case.for the policies of the 
Government with regard to agricul- 
ture during the war years and tried 
to ledve the impression: that those 
people who claim that huge losses of 
three or four ttundred million dollars, 
suffereqd by the people on their Bri- 
tish Wheat Agreement alone, were 
not stating the facts. In the estima-

tion of many of us who have ‘taken 
the trouble to get government figures 
at Ottawa, We believe that losses suf- 
fered by the farmers of the prairie 
provinces alone will amount to more 
than one billion dollars on account of 
government policy during the war. 
One instance alone will show that on 
the sale of wheat under the British 
Wheat Agreement there was a loss of 
‘86 cents per bushel on the 1946 crop 
year and $1.22 a bushel on the 1947 
crop and I believe I have in the past 
given figures in detail in connection 
with other branches of agriculture to 
show where much of this loss occurr- 
ed. According to those figures it is 
to | Clearly shown that the farmers of the 
prairie provinces have paiq@ a high 
rate of insurance for guaranteed mar- 
kets and prices for agricultural pro- 
ducts during at least the next eight 
or nine years, but the Minister very 
cleverly avoided telling the people 
what the Government had in store for 
of | them during those years and as no 
opportunity was given at the close of 
‘the meeting to ask questions, people 
are now up fi*the air as far a8 agricul 
tural policy ig concerned, 

The only legislation we have on the 
statute books at the present time -is 
the Agricultural Prices- Support Act 
and the Agricultural’ Products Act 
and both of those expire next March 
unless further extended. The Interna- 
tional Wheat Agreement has also been 
signed, but in my. opinion this may 
or may not be a solution to the pro- 
blems of western agriculture. Ceil- 
ing and floor prices have been placed 
on wheat with out regard to the costs 
of production and many people also 
wonder whether the purchasing na- 
tions will continue to pay the prices 
mentioned in the agreement if we 
should have a surplus of wheat that 
would provide them with lower prices. 

It is to be hoped that the people of 
Canada will not be stampeded into 
voting agianst their own interests: by 
listening to cleverly worded political 
speeches without fully analysing the 
contents of those speeches and com- 
paring them with actual results pro- 
Auced during past years. Space will 
not permit further discussion. along 
this line, I hope to be able to deal with 
this question in greater detaifl at meet 
ings within the next two months,
